Books and Violence 


Television’s "wasteland” has taken its lumps as a 
breeding ground of violence for its susceptible viewers 
Comes now, however, a scientific report that Includes 
newspapers, books, radio and movies in the mass media 
having power to Influence behavior and values "in a sub¬ 
stantial proportion of their audience.” The report was 
based on research into the psychological theory that hu¬ 
man beings tend to purge their pent-up anger harmlessly 
when they witness violence. 

We aren’t sure we fully appreciate being Included in 
the violent-behavior-molding media, but the Inclusion of 
books adds an interesting fact to this state’s current con¬ 
troversy over the effect, or non-effect of certain books in 
school libraries. 

Dr. Max Rafferty, state superintendent, has been criti¬ 
cized in some areas for opposing the presence there of the 
American dictionary of Slang. Some of his detractors say, 
in effect, the kids know all the "dirty” words anyway. 
To ban the book would be censorship. 

One answer to that, of course, is that If the words 
already are known, what advantage is there to making the 
book available? More Important, however, is the fact 
that the written and spoken word does have the power to 
mold behavior. It is the responsibility of those of us who 
write or speak or distribute those words to do our job with 
discrimination.
